TRANSPORTATION TOKENS 


OF HONOLULU 
By Kazuo Oyama 


Today's clamor for a fixed guideway mass 
transit system must surely amuse a lot of 
oldtimers who remember the Honolulu Rapid 
Transit (HRT) System that provided many 
years of efficient rail transportation in 
Honolulu. 


Memories of the Honolulu Rapid Transit re- 
mains with us in tokens issued by the com- 


fany. These tokens were issued in_ the 
1920's and provided ameans of discount 
fare. Whereas, the cash fare remained at 


10¢ for adults (student) rates started at 
3-3/4¢ and ended at 5¢) tokens were sold 
at various times for two for 15¢, three 
for 20¢, three for 25¢, and five for 40¢. 
Tokens were discontinued as of August 31, 
1949. 


Two types of tokens were issued--the full 
fare token and the half-fare school token. 
Both types were made in "white metal" and 
Zinc. Because of the corrosive nature of 
zinc, most of these tokens are not as well 
preserved as those made of "white metal." 


Besides the two types of tokens, HRT also 
made the "Hula Girl" token of 1951. How- 
ever, this token was never put to use. 
Today they are popular souvenir items sold 
in many Waikiki Shops and local coin 
dealers. 


The Honolulu Rapid Transit Company. first 
Started operating its electric-powered 
railway system on August 31, 1901 
Honolulu Rapid Transit and Land Company, 
Ltd. It changed its name to the Honolulu 
Rapid Transit Company, Ltd on April 28, 
1922, 


as the. 


HRT was not the first rail transport 
system in Honolulu. It was preceded by 
a mule-powered rail system called the 
Hawaiian Tramways. The "“mule-train" made 
its inaugural run on December 28, 1888, 
with a 5¢ fare and continued operating 
until April 1903 when it was sold to Hono- 
Tulu Rapid Transit and Land Company, Ltd. 


In the 1930's and early 1940's, two other 
transportation companies competed with HRT 
and provided bus transportation in Hono- 
lulu and Pearl Harbor Naval Base. They, 
too, were forced out of business. These 
two companies--the Rosecrans U-Drive, Ltd 


and the Pearl Harbor Drivers Association--
